nius of Mozart is of a different order, but it is not the Jess ésalted ; 
more scientific than the soft Italian, his harmonies are more intricate ; 
and, although less striking at first, bear repetition better. ‘The muse 
of Rossini, determined to subdue, ré veuls all her beauties at a glance ; 
that of his German rival, anxious to retain her admirers, always keeps 
some charm undiscovered. Mr. H. Phillips has a voice, that is wor- 
thy of the music allotted to him ;—he is always listened to with de- 
light ; the first trio, with the words, 
“I see, sir, 
I hear, sir, 
Ides of March are not yet over,” 
which he gives with such powerful effect, is the best thing he has done 
since his debut, Despina is oue of the very few characters that are 
adapted to Madame Feron; and she is heard in it to'the greatest ad- 
vantage ; but we are at a loss to discover any of those qualifications 
which could render this lady fit for the rank of “prima donna’ at 
Naples. She made some sensation in England, before she went to 
Italy ; buat, since that time, a revolution has been effected in our mu- 
sical world ; Madame Pasta has appeared ow the Italian, and Miss M. 
Tree on the English, stage ;—by their example, expression is now so 
essential to song, that any singer, who is devoid of it, is loeked upon 
as a mere piece. of mechanism, which is listened to and forgotter.— 
Mr. Wrench's performance, in He ‘‘ Lies like Truth,” elicited roars 
of laughter from all parts of the house. Mr. Benson Hill, and Me. 
W. Bennett, were very flatteringly complimented, for their excellent 
acting, in the same pieee. Gordon the Gipsey concluded toa full house.

The Beggar's Opera, She Would and She Would Not, and John of 
Paris, were given here last evening. In the first piece, Mr. Stans- 
bury played the hero, for the second time ; some of the airs he gave 
in a pleasing manner, but with too much ornament, ; in a room he may 
do well—for the stage he wants foree and spirit, more particularly for 
thie character. The A/acheath of Madame Vestris is the only one of 
the present day, and would ufford this gentleman some good lessons 
should she ever favor us with it again. Farren and Williams, were 
excellent in Peachum aud Lockit, In the Comedy, Farren gave us a 
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rich tfeat, ig Don Manuel, bumbr thit delighted all. Miss Kelly’s 
Hypokita, was spirited throughout, and left nothing to be wished for. 
Cooper and Vining were both gqod. In John of Paris, we could but 
lament how inferior the vocal parts were cast, to. those of last season. 
When Miss Bartolozzi has more-confidence she will do better. Mrs. 
Waylett was the best Princess the establishment could give us; she 
was the Rosa of last. year, which is certainly more in her line ; ‘‘ The 
Light Guitar,” was introduced, but with so muclr florid ornament, as 
to ensure it an encore from the gods, who are always vest pleased with 
such extravagances.
